FOREWORD 


This issue of ILLINOIS LIBRARIES again comes to you with figures on 
the status of the libraries and library service in our State. 


The maps preceding the statistical data of each region represent the taxing 
area served by the various libraries—the dots for village and city libraries, the 
larger black areas for township and district libraries. 


The figures shown are taken from the annual reports sent to us as required 
by law, and are signed by the President, Secretary of thé Board of Directors and 
the Librarian of each library. 


The figures of assessed valuations and tax rates are taken from the official 
figures sent to the Property Tax Division of the State Department of Revenue 
by the County Clerk of each county. We have indicated the tax rate in per- 
centage as it is found on the official report as submitted by the County Clerk. 


Notes about libraries printed throughout the issue are taken from the narra- 
tive accounts filed with the annual statistical reports. 


If the library is open less than twenty hours, the figure for the librarian’s 
salary has been omitted assuming that such a position is considered to be part 
time. 


We have omitted the column for the number of borrowers and show only 
the percentage of the population having active borrower’s cards, because we 
believe it is of more interest to all who use the statistics. 


The cooperation of the many libraries in sending in their annual reports 
promptly is greatly appreciated.

MAKING AND FILING OF ANNUAL REPORTS* 


Report oF Directors—‘“Within fifteen days after the expiration 
of each fiscal year of the city, incorporated town, township or village, 
the board of directors shall make a report of the condition of their 
trust on the last day of the fiscal year, to the city council, board of 
town auditors or board of trustees, as the case may be. This report 
shall be made in writing and shall be verified under oath by the sec- 
retary, or some other responsible officer of the board of directors. It 
shall contain (a) an itemized statement of the various sums of money 
received from the library fund and from other sources; (b) an 
itemized statement of the objects and purposes for which those sums 
of money have been expended; (c) a statement of the number of 
books and periodicals available for use, and the number and charac- 
ter thereof circulated; (d) a statement of the real and personal prop- 
erty acquired by devise, bequest, purchase, gift or otherwise; (e) a 
statement of the character of any extensions of library service which 
have been undertaken; (f) a statement of the financial requirement 
of the library for the ensuing fiscal year, and of the amount of money 
in the judgment of the board of directors it will be necessary to levy 
for library purposes in the next annual ordinance; and (g) any other 
statistics, information and suggestions that may be of interest. A 
report shall also be filed, at the same time, with the Illinois State 
Library.” (As amended by an Act approved June 24, 1943.)

VISIBLE REGISTRATION SYSTEM 


From Mrs. Florence Fisher, librarian at Peoria Heights, Peoria county, we 
hear: “We have installed a new visible registration system. Patrons are no longer 
required to present identification cards. Our public like it very much, and the 
staff like it. 


“While the change involved considerable clerical work, once established it 
eliminates considerable clerical work. It eliminates the making of the borrowers 
cards and the checking and typing for replacement of lost cards. 


“More important, in the public relations department, is the eliminating of 
arguments with the patron, who is sure that he left his card at the library, but 
time consuming checking fails to produce the card. Often the patron went away 
annoyed, and without any books. 


“The patrons like being able to drop in and pick up books, even though 
they had not planned to stop. Children especially find this convenient as they 
do not carry purses and bill folds, and so always have their cards, as do many 
adults.

USE OF OLD LOCAL PAPERS 


From Arthur Whitenack, librarian at Ottawa, LaSalle county: “We have 
almost weekly requests for information of one kind or another that is usually in 
our back files of “The Ottawa Free Trader,” or “The Republican-Times.” This 
is frequently time consuming. We are still helping a California professor with 
material on Ottawans who went on the gold rush in 1849. We have copied by 
hand some of this material, but where the articles were extremely long, we had 
photostats made.” 


And, from Mrs. Mildred Burster, librarian at El Paso in Woodford county: 
“The files of the “El Paso Journal,” a weekly newspaper dating back to 1865, 
but now defunct, were purchased by the library from their owner and are now 
preserved at the library. This is a valuable collection, in that it represents the 
only existing history of the community.”
